Reorganization 


On June 2, 1886, the Department of Public Printing and Stationery was 
established by an Act of Parliament, Chapter 22. 

The Office of the Queen’s Printer had already been established under 
**An Act Respecting the Office of the Queen’s Printer and the Public Printing’, 
Chapter. /, assented to on June 22, 1869. 

In order to present a more comprehensive view of the actual functioning of 
our department, it appears essential to explain some of the structural changes 
which have been effected in the last fiscal year. Although not yet completed, the 
reorganization of the Department of Public Printing and Stationery is proceeding 
satisfactorily and definite goals should be attained in the year 1964-65. 

The Royal Commission on Government Organization, better known as the 
Glassco Commission, has submitted a series of reports which are contained in 
five volumes. In their study of the Supporting Services of the Government, the 
Commissioners devoted Report #9 exclusively to Publishing and Printing. Two 
fundamental proposals have been made advocating a separate organization for 
these activities which had hitherto been combined under the Public Printing 
and Stationery Act, R.S., c. 226. 


The Glassco Commission recommends that: 


“The Printing Bureau be operated as a 
separate industrial activity under the authority 
of the Director and Superintendent of 
Printing.” 


“A new office, with the title of Queen’s 
Publisher, be created with responsibility for 
publishing all books and publications issued 
by order of either both Houses of Parliament, 
or by any department of the government, 

and with no responsibility for operating 

the Printing Bureau.”

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In the course of the past year, the Government has proceeded to implement 
the above recommendations. On July 25, 1963, Order in Council 1963-1130 was 
approved: 


‘“‘His Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the 
recommendation of the Prime Minister, pursuant to the 
Public Service Rearrangement and Transfer of Duties Act, 
is pleased hereby to transfer to the Minister of Industry the 
powers, duties or functions of the Secretary of State of 
Canada under the Public Printing and Stationery Act.” 


For the next few months the Department of Public Printing and Stationery 
therefore became the responsibility of the Minister of Industry. 

During that period, a redistribution of functions took place within the 
Department, as set out in Order in Council 1963-1254: 


“His Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the 
recommendation of the Minister of Industry, pursuant to Sec- 
tion 2(a) of the Public Service Rearrangement and Transfer 
of Duties Act, is pleased hereby to transfer to the Depart- 
ment of Defence Production the control or supervision of the 
Procurement Purchasing and Stores Branch, the Production 
Branch, the Outside Printing Production Branch, and the 
supporting services contained in the Departmental Secretary’s 
Branch the Administrative Services Branch and the Financial 
Services Branch of the Department of Public Printing and 
Stationery.” 


After pointing out that print procurement is a specialized type of procure- 
ment and that the buyer must be fully qualified technically to draw up specifi- 
cations, to assess quotations, to gauge the quality of the work performed and to 
negotiate with the printing trade, the Glassco Commission Report recommends 
that: 


“The Queen’s Publisher be made responsible 
for procuring all print required by Parliament 
or by any department or agency of government, 
where responsibility is not otherwise 
specifically allocated.” 


To permit the implementation of the above recommendation, the following 
Order in Council 1963-1450 was issued on October 3, 1963: 


“His Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the 
recommendation of the Minister of Industry, pursuant to the 
Public Service Rearrangement and Transfer of Duties Act, 
is pleased hereby to transfer from the Department of Defence 
Production to the Department of Public Printing and 
Stationery the responsibility for the procurement of print 
for books and publications.” 
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Departments and agencies of the government were subsequently furnished 
with print procurement definitions and distinctions for requisitioning purposes. 


The changes involved are more clearly outlined in a memorandum sub- 
mitted to Cabinet by the Honourable Maurice Lamontagne, who was then 
President of the Privy Council, and who acted in the capacity of Chairman for 
the Cabinet Committee on Government Organization and Bilingualism. 


This memorandum read in part as follows: 


“If immediate action is to be considered, the following func- 
tions could be transferred from the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationery to the Department of Defence 
Production under the authority of the Public Service Re- 
arrangement and Transfer of Duties Act. 


|. The purchase, supply and maintenance of stationery and 
office machines. These seem to be the most feasible and 
obvious of all the functions to be considered for transfer, 
since they would fit logically into the General Purchasing 
Branch of the Department of Defence Production. 


2. The printing and production now carried out in both the 
Production Branch (Hull Printing Bureau) and the 
Outside Printing Production Branch. These functions 
should be established as a separate enterprise under the 
Deputy Minister of Defence Production. 


3. The financial and administrative services which presently 
service not only the printing and production operation, 
but all other parts of the Queen’s Printer’s establishment. 
The transfer of these functions will have to be on the 
proviso that they continue to serve the Queen’s Printer’s 
publications functions until more permanent arrange- 
ments can be made. 


The Queen’s Printer would remain directly responsible to 
the Minister of Industry for the publication and distribution 
of government documents. 

The adoption of the above changes would be a significant 
move in the direction recommended by the Royal Com- 
mission, and would clear the way for consideration of the 
many Royal Commission recommendations that would 
remain unresolved. 

The proposed role of the Queen’s Publisher as the publisher 
for all government departments, his financial relations with 
those departments, and his proposed role in the information 
field, involve questions of some technical complexity and 
also raise important policy considerations. These are now 
being discussed by officials and, when the Committee has 
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considered their recommendations, a further submission 
dealing with the proposal to establish a Queen’s Publisher 
will be made to Cabinet.” 


Finally, on February 3rd, 1964, Order in Council 1964-156 clearly deter- 
mined the distinction to be made between the Printing and Publishing activities 
of the Department, by transferring back to the Secretary of State the operations 
of the Department of Public Printing and Stationery. The following excerpt 
refers particularly to our activities: 


“His Excellency the Governor Genetaleins Council eonmtnc 

recommendation of the Prime Minister, pursuant to the 

Public Service Rearrangement and Transfer of Duties Act, is 

pleased hereby to transfer to the Secretary of State of Canada 

the powers, duties or functions: 

1. of the Minister of Industry relating to the Department of 
Public Printing and Stationery.” 


Such is our organization at present. An agreement has been arrived at 
between the Minister of Defence Production, who is responsible for printing 
services, and the proposed Office of the Queen’s Publisher, which is concerned 
exclusively with the publishing and distribution of parliamentary documents, 
as well as the publications issued by the various government departments. In 
collaboration with the Department of Justice, a draft of legislation has been 
prepared and forwarded to the Secretary of State for submission to Parliament 
within the next few months. 


It is relatively easy to understand that such basic changes in an Act which 
had incurred practically no modification since it inception, in 1886, necessarily 
involves an adaptation to the new concepts. As evidenced by the results obtained, 
it must be said that through the transition period the members of our personnel, 
whose competence and devotion can scarcely be ignored, have redoubled their 
efforts in order to ensure efficient service and meet the demands made upon us, 


The success of our bookshops in Ottawa, Montreal and Toronto, has 
prompted us to widen our activities. In compliance with the wishes expressed by 
the public in this regard, we plan to open a bookshop in Vancouver and one in 
Winnipeg this Fall. Thus, government publications will readily be made available 
to the western region of our country. Circumstances permitting, and with the 
approval of Treasury Board, we entertain the hope of opening other bookshops 
in the future outside Canada. It is felt that such a step would promote our 
international prestige through a broader knowledge of Canadian achievements. 


In the same line of thought, a note has been made of the 1967 International 
Exhibition to be held in Montreal. On this occasion the Canadian Government 
will build a vast pavilion on the grounds of the Exhibition. Arrangements 
have been made for the Queen’s Publisher to maintain a permanent bookshop 
designed to be a source of information for the millions of visitors who will 
attend this event. 
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These comments are meant to be of a summary nature. They would, how- 
ever, be incomplete if no mention was made of the excellent collaboration we 
have received, and from which we have greatly benefited. Short of an official 
listing which would be inappropriate in this report, we take pride in saying that 
besides the Minister of Industry and the Secretary of State, who have shown 
unfailing interest and understanding, we have had the privilege to work in 
close harmony with Dr. G. F. Davidson, Secretary of the Treasury Board and 
former Deputy Head of the Bureau of Government Organization, and Mr. 
G. W. Hunter, Deputy Minister of the Department of Defence Production. 


Supporting Services 


Administrative Services 


Following Order in Council P.C. 1963-1254, issued August 21, 1963, the 
reorganization of the Department of Public Printing and Stationery was under- 
taken. The Personnel Division was requested to take an active part in it, not 
only in the transfer of functions and employees, but also in the complete re- 
organization which followed the decision made by Cabinet. This work was in 
process for several months as the regular personnel work had to be carried out 
at the same time. However, the main division was completed by October I, 1963. 
Further steps towards the reorganization were taken on January 1, 1964, and 
on April 1, 1964, the final changes of this whole operation became effective. 


At the time of the division, 196 positions were retained by the Department, 
the others being transferred to the Department of Defence Production. Our 
positions were mainly those of the Publications Branch, and the remaining ones 
were for supporting services. 

The Personnel Division undertook to prepare a revised establishment in 
accordance with the new functions bestowed on the Department. Staff strength 
as at March 31, 1964, was 168. 

The Personnel Division prepares and controls establishment, conducts 
promotional competitions, and informs employees relating to policy, legisla- 
tion and various regulations. 

Considering the size and features of the Department, the Personnel Division 
was transformed during the year into Administrative Services, adding to its 
original function the responsibility for the procurement of materials for internal 
department use, including stationery, office supplies, furnishings, telephones, 
etc., and other services related to the liaison necessary for purposes of obtaining 
accommodation needs, repairs, renovations, etc. It also embraces the mainte- 
nance and custody of a small stores unit. 

The Administrative Services are in process of organizing a Central Registry 
and Messenger Service. A stenographic and typing pool is now being created to 
adequately meet departmental typing and stenographic needs. 
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Financial Services 

The fiscal year 1963-64 has been one of further consolidation of the account- 
ing function. The detailed financial statements and cost reports which were 
introduced in the previous fiscal year have been further tailored to the specific 
needs of the publishing personnel. 

On January 2nd, 1964, the financial control of Commercial Printing con- 
tracts was transferred, with the added provision that all contracts would continue 
to be paid out of the Queen’s Printer’s Advance Account. Since that date, 
contracts have been processed for payment in the amount of $631,234.47. 

The separation of the Publishing and Printing functions has necessitated 
a realignment of the Departmental Administration Vote. The expenditures for 
the first five months of the fiscal year were split on a pro rata basis between the 
Department and the Canadian Government Printing Bureau. It is anticipated 
that future figures will reflect a more accurate picture of the administrative 
activities of the Department. 


Departmental Activities 
Highlights of the Fiscal Year 1963-64 


Sales of Publications 

Sales of publications, royalties received and paid advertisements published 
in the Canada Gazette, have reached a record total of $2,006,646 in 1963-64, a 
16% increase of $278,306 over the preceding year. 

The following table shows comparative figures of sales for the years 1962- 
1963 and 1963-1964, by type of outlets, type of accounts and type of publications:

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The publicity program was improved, both in quantity and in quality. 
New lists of names, by occupation, have been obtained for publicity purposes. 
Several more will be added this year, so that more Canadians are informed of the 
official documents and other publications that are made available to them. 


Inventory Control 


The continued increase in the sale of government publications has brought 
with it inherent problems in storage and issue controls. A closer control had 
been deemed necessary for some time. To this effect, a new method of stores 
accounting was developed, and the Management Analysis Division of the Civil 
Service Commission was asked to investigate and report on its practicability. 
A comprehensive report was submitted and is now in the process of being im- 
plemented. 


Although the installation of the new system calls for considerable physical 
reallocation of stocks, the work is proceeding satisfactorily. New forms have 
been designed, personnel is being trained, and the complete reorganization 
should be in operation early in the new fiscal year. 


The new system will materially increase the efficiency of the procurement 
and sale of government publications, and will give management a better 
opportunity to analyse the operations involved with a view to continued improve- 
ments. A complete physical and financial control of stocks on hand will be in 
effect. 


International Organizations Publications 


The Queen’s Printer is now the national sales agent in Canada for sixteen 
(16) International Organizations, five (5) more than in 1962-63. They are: 
United Nations, Unesco, International Labour Organization, World Health 
Organization, Food and Agriculture Organization, Organization for Economic 
Co-Operation and development, Organization of American States (Pan American 
Union), General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, International Atomic Energy 
Agency, International Civil Aviation Organization, Council of Europe, Com- 
monwealth Economic Committee, World Meterological Organization, Inter- 
national Telecommunication Union, New Zealand Government, Ghanaian 
Government. Sales of International Publications amounted to $106,062. 


Publishing Production Division 


Since moving to the Publications Branch in late September 1963, the Plan- 
ning, Estimating, Copy Editing and Print Design Sections, have been actively 
engaged with ever increasing interest in all publications being issued for govern- 
ment departments and agencies. 

It is hoped that the technical advice being given these departments and 
agencies will improve our relations with them, and that some of the past difficul- 
ties will be overcome. With this liaison, it is expected that the publications will 
improve in appearance, while saving time in production and money. 
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Once all details of the departmental reorganization are completed, it is 
hoped that the flow of work will be smoother. 

During the past six months, the Copy Editing Section has processed 1,325 
jobs; the Planning Section 1,385; and the Estimating Section, besides handling 
numerous telephone enquiries, gave 462 written estimates. 

The Print Design Section continues to give good service to departments and 
agencies requesting art work and graphic presentation, and it is producing a 
high quality of creative art work together with finished art work. 


Print Purchasing Division 


This report does not cover the entire fiscal year, since Purchasing, on behalf 
of the proposed office of the Queen’s Publisher, came into being only towards 
the end of September, 1963. Therefore, statistics provided in this report reflect 
our operations for a six-month period only (October 1963 to March 1964). 

The Purchasing Division received a total of 793 requisitions for the printing 
of publications and, of this total, 394 were directed to the Canadian Government 
Printing Bureau. As of March 31st, only 208 requisitions sent to the plant have 
been serviced and considered complete, representing a value of $212,292.90. 

The balance of the work was procured through commercial sources to the 
value of S1097.23611: 

It is interesting to note that through the normal tendering process (pur- 
chasing from the lowest bidder), we have effected a saving of $124,930.12, a 
figure which is derived in consideration of the price paid and the average of all 
bids or prices received.

Documents Library 


As in the past, the library continued to classify and catalogue the official 
publications emanating from Parliament, government departments and other 
federal agencies. The daily check-list, monthly catalogues, and annual cumula- 
tive catalogue published in the library, constitute a complete bibliography of 
federal publications printed by this Department, as well as furnishing a list of 
international documents of certain international organizations for whom the 
Queen’s Printer is the national agent. 
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In cooperation with the Department of Northern Affairs and National 
Resources, the library staff prepared for printing, in April 1963, a revised edition 
of Sectional Catalogue No. 11. Also, in co-operation with the Department of 
Forestry, the library staff compiled for printing, in August 1963, a new Sectional 
Catalogue No. 13. 

The library staff also prepared Statutes of Canada Price List No. I, Sth 
edition, 1963, and revised bilingual edition in loose-leaf form of the classification 
system adopted by the Queen’s Printer, as per the recommended standards by 
UNESCO in Study of Current Bibliographies of National Official Publications 
published in 1958. These two publications have been released. 

By form letters, annotations or direct reply, the Reference Service of the 
Library answered 27,768 written enquiries, and the professional librarians 
6,223 reference questions. Thus, the average number of requests exceeded 165 
per working day and, on some occasions, more than 200. 

The Library contains federal publications only. There are approximately 
15,000 volumes and more than 33,000 pamphlets and brochures. Its reference 
facilities are opened to the public during working hours. 


Government Central Distribution Services 


This Division, in addition to processing the sales of subscriptions to periodi- 
cals and loose-leaf services, provides embossing, circulation, mailing and repeti- 
tive addressing services to other government departments and agencies. 

During the year, the Periodicals Circulation processed 187,536 paid sub- 
scriptions, with total receipts amounting to $368,390.75, an increase of $69,440.75 
over 1962-63. 

In this period, 3,107 additional free subscriptions were entered, as provided 
for by T.B. 477983. Personal replies were made to 1,756 enquiries, while 2,029 
were answered by form letter. 

The Mailing List Section maintained, at the end of the fiscal year, 1.965 
mailing lists. From these lists, 11,132,885 addressings and 6,184,120 insertions 
were performed by mechanical means. An additional 3,013,655 pieces were 
inserted manually. In response to requests from other agencies, a total of 23,716 
plates were embossed for lists not maintained in this Department. To facilitate 
distribution, it was necessary to fold 502,145 pieces and mimeograph 298,000 
form letters and explanatory notices. With the exception of the number of 
mailing lists maintained, the majority of the figures quoted show a decline by 
reason of the fact that the Section was operating with a substantial reduction in 
staff. 

It is also worthy of mention that the machine operators of the Section 
trained a number of persons from other departments and agencies in the use 
of our inserting equipment. 

As well, the Department of National Revenue, with its own staff, inserted 
several million income tax forms with the help of our equipment and occasion- 
ally, our staff, when minor repairs or adjustments were made necessary. The

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Canadian Government Travel Bureau, Department of Labour, Department of 
Agriculture and Main Plant, also used our inserting equipment. With the help 
of our equipment and other facilities, two departments were able to perform 
their cross-Canada householder mailings. Since the staff of the Mail and Mailing 
List Sections was only involved in these operations in a supervisory and technical 
capacity, the volume of work is not included in the production figures quoted 
above.

The Shipping Section despatched, on behalf of the various divisions and 
bookshops, a total of 574,722 parcels and bulk shipments by mail, express, 
freight and traffic section vehicles during the year. To perform these opera- 
tions, a total of 7,696 shipping and customs forms were completed. 

The Daily Checklist was mailed to 1,844 persons and Institutions entitled 
to free distribution under T.B. 477983. In addition, 48 copies of each English 
language publication, and 15 copies of each French language publication, were 
shipped each day to the full depository libraries. 


Canada Gazette Office 


During the calendar year 1963, 24,581 notices were published in the 52 
regular issues of Canada Gazette Part I, 12,621 of which were paid for by adver- 
tisers other than government departments at the rate of 30 cents per agate line 
at the first insertion during the first four months of the year, and at the rate of 
50 cents thereafter. The balance, 11,960 includes non-chargeable departmental 
notices which account for approximately two-thirds of the total number of pages 
printed during the year, i.e. 4,924 (including all supplements, extra issues and the 
Annual Index); 11,180 acknowledgment letters giving complete publishing 
specifications, as well as approximately 180 special letters to advertisers, sub- 
scribers, barristers, etc., were mailed out during the year; 61 Statutory Declara- 
tions were also prepared and supplied upon request. Insofar as amended or 
corrected notices and errata are concerned, our advertisers were responsible 
for 8 and the Gazette staff for 6. 

Canada Gazette Part II (published every second and fourth Wednesday of 
each month) contained, during the same period, 474 Statutory Orders and 
Regulations. The English text of these Regulations represents 1,238 pages. In 
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addition, each one of the 24 issues had approximately 5 pages for the index and 
table of contents. Four quarterly cumulative indices of 125 pages each were also 
issued, as well as four special editions. The total number of pages thus printed in 
English during the year, including a 60-page extra issue, amounts to 1,918. The 
French counterpart had 1,286 pages, plus 5 additional pages also to each issue 
for indices and tables of contents, plus quarterly cumulative indices of 135 
pages and a 68-page extra issue, for a grand total of 2,014.

For each of the 1962-63 and 1963 sessions, 8,000 copies were printed in the 
English language and 2,500 copies in the French language. The two sessional 
editions were printed simultaneously in both languages. 

During the fiscal year and following each Royal Assent, 84,875 advance 
copies of the Annual Statutes, English and French, were offered for sale in 
chapter form. 

The Consolidation of the Criminal Code, 1962, was completed during the 
fiscal year and published simultaneously in both languages. 

The Canada Law Reports was also published by the Canada Statutes 
Office. The 11 issues contained 1,121 pages in 1963. There were 10,500 copies 
of each issue printed for distribution on a subscription basis.
